A central advisory committee at | 
Ottawa established some time ago | 
by the department of National 
Health and Welfare arranged for 
production of the vaccine by Con- 
naught Laboratories, Toronto, 
which are affiliated with the Uni- 
versity of Toronto and its School | 
of Hygiene, 

The supply of vaccine available 
is strictly limited and has been 
allocated among the provinces on 
a population basis. The product is 
being supplied at cost, but even 
so the total expense involved in 
the free immunization of 29,000 
Saskatchewan children will run| 
an estimated $90,000, shared be- | 
tween the federal and Saskatche- 
wan governments. The same ar- 
rangement exists with regard to 
the other provinces,

Spring thaw Warning 


In most areas of the province, rotting ice and running water 
are creating a real hazard, These hazards are especially attractive 
to children 

Parents should warn their children about the water dangers 
in their own locality. They should, at this time, make a special 
effort to keep a sharp eye on children under school age 


ted Cross suggests that now is a good time to have safety 
equipment handy—such as a long pole—a 50 foot length of light 
rope and possibly, a couple of inflated inner tubes, 

Remember, where there is water and children, the children 
often end up in the water. 

Should be watched 

Novice and non-swimmers should be watchea by a good 
swimmer whenever they are wading or swimming. Wade only 
where the bottom is known to be safe, Do not swim after a heavy 
meal. Wait 2 hours, It is believed that a full stomach is a 
contributing cause of stomach cramps, Also may place an undue 
strain on the heart. If you must swim stay close to shore. Swim 
champions cool off gradually by rubbing water over entire body 
before diving. If the body is over-heated from exercising or sun- 
ning and suddenly cooled off, blood vessels contract creating a 
high blood pressure which may cause fainting. 

Non-swimmers should stay out of boats, Novice swimmers 
should do their boating with a competent person and in very 
shallow water, Can you swim well with clothes on? Learn to 
tread water, hands only, feet only, this a most useful skill for 
resting, clearing the throat, disrobing, helping someone else, Do 
not dive into unknown waters, wade in until you find out the 
depth and if bottom is free of obstructions, If you are pushed, 
or must get into the water quickly at an unfamiliar bathing 
place, jump feet first (stride jump)

guide for archaeologists 


JERUSALEM. — Archaeologists are making use of an 


authoritative guidebook — the 


evidence of past civilizations in the Near East, a United Press |

225 sites of ancient habitation in| 
the desert country called the 
Negev. They were led to search 
there by chapters 12 and 13 of the 
Book of Genesis, which told them 
the area was not always ae wilder- 
ness but was thriving with 
people in the time of Abraham, 

Professor Nelson Glueck, an 
American archaeologist, believes 
he has proved the correctness of 
a story in Genesis 14 about a 
rebellion of a number of kings 
against the ruler Chedorlaomer. 

By tracing a chain of destroyed | 
cities from southern Syria to the 
central Negev, Glueck showed! 
them to be the remains of a zivili- 
zation wiped out in Abraham's 
day,

JRVERYONE likes chicken, and spring birds will be on the market 
4 any day. So let’s pick out two delicious recipes using broiler- 
fryer chickens and enjoy ourselves, 


Easy Oven-Fried Chicken and Biscuits (Four servings) 


One 2% pound chicken for frying, cut up; 1 teaspoon salt, 1 cup 
packaged biscuit mix, 44 teaspoon pepper, 2 teaspoons paprika, 
% cup each, shortening and butter or margarine; 2 cups packaged 
biscuit mix, % cup milk. 

Dip the chicken pieces in a-mixture of biscuit mix, salt, pepper 
and paprika to coat well. Melt shortening in a shallow baking dish 
(9x12x2) in a hot oven (425 degrees F.), Remove baking dish from 
oven and place chicken skin-side down in a single layer. Bake in 
a hot oven (425 degrees F.) for 45 minutes. Turn chicken. Push 
chicken pieces to one side. 

Make biscuits, using biscuit mix and milk. Combine. Koil dough 
\%-inch thick; cut biscuits; place on bottom of pan, being sure 


both chicken and biscuits remain in a single layer. Bake another Pig 


15 minutes, or until biscuits are lightly brown and chicken is 
tender. 


Lemon Barbecue Chicken 


One chicken, salt, pepper, 6 tablespoons butter or margarine, %4 
cup lemon sauce. 

Have chicken drawn and cut into serving pieces, or, u quick- 
frozen, thaw according to directions on the box. Rinse in cold water 
and dry. Season with salt and pepper. Melt butter or margarine in 
skillet and brown chicken, skin-side down. Turn and brown. 

Pour Lemon Sauce over chicken pieces. Cover and cook slowly 
until tender, about 30 to 40 minutes. Arrange chicken on platter 
and pour sauce over pieces.

which to till the soil and in so doing marked a great step! other people's youngsters, the sit-

Fundamentally, the purpose of 
tillage is to destroy competing} 
vegetation, as for example in kill- 
ing weeds, and o modify the} 
structure of the soil so that a 
more favorable seed bed may 1e-| 
sult, However, cultivation with the | 
many kinds of implements now in 
use permit rather more drastic 
modification to the soil than was 
possible to the primitive farmer | 
with his sharpened stick. 

Whether the tillage operations 
used are on fallow land or crop- 
land, the farmer must be con-! 
tinually aware that tillage may 
promote destructive erosion of 
the soil if it is done unwisely, | 
Thus, tillage operations must pro- 
vide maximum surface protection | 
While maintaining a good 
structure and the other aims of 
good husbandry such as weed and 
pest control, 

Disc implements pulverize dry 
soil to a greater extent than cul- 
tivators, and the amount of pul- 
verization is likely to increase 
with the speed of operation, Cul- 
tivation of moist may result 
in improving the physical condi- 
tion by the formation of granules 
and clods, The moldboard plow ap- | 
pears to have no special advan-} 
tages over other equipment in 
meeting the desirable aims of till- 
age and the cost is higher.
